His statues were numer- 
ous in Rome, as he was worshiped as the 
special patron of that city. They repre- 
sented him as the model of dignity, grave 
but mild. Seated cn a throne, grasping in 
one hand @ scepter and in the other a 
thunderbolt, and by his side stands his pe- 
cullar bird, the eagle. 

The Roman religion was peculiarly an 
eclectic one. It borrowed freely not only 
the names and attributes of its gods from 
other nations, but it brought home their 
idols as part of the trophies of conquest, 
and placed them in the Pantheon at Rome 
for Reman worship. Instead of sending 
out their armies, as did Europe during the 
Crusades, and Spain on the discovery of the 
New World, and as did the Mohammedans 
of the Saracen period, to propagate their 
faith at the point of the sword, they strove 
to incorporate some new element into their 
religion from every conquered nation, in 
order that it might combine in one catholic, 
comprehensive faith all the gods worshiped 
in the world. It is not surprising, there- 
fore, that the Romans, in their admiration 
of the lofty attributes with which the Jews 
regarded Jehovah, should borrow that 
name for their supreme god, Jupiter. We 
accordingly find that Jove, a contraction of 


the word Jehovah, was one of the names of 


Jupiter, and it is possible that the Romans 
derived from the Hebrews their higher con- 
ceptions of the god.

trident and the dolphin, The inconstancy 
and treachery of the sea were typified by 
the many amours ascribed to Neptune. By 
some freak ot fancy, of which the reason is 
not very clear, Neptune also presided over 
horses and the manger. 

But time in its dight not only produced 
the earth and its fruitiulncss, and the sea, 
but also the mfernal or lower regions. This 
faney is expressed by ascribing to Saturn 
(Timc) and Rhea (flowing) a third son, Pluto, 
or Hades, called by the Romaas Orcus, and 
after the Greeks Pluto, who presided over 
the shades of the iower world. 

Of the same pareuts, Saturn and Rhea, 
sprang also Ceres, or Corn, called by the 
Greeks Demeter, which also siguifies corn. 
Ceres, or Demeter, therefore, was the god- 
dess of tillaze. Here a beautiful train of 
imagery is p-esented. Ceres, Corn, by an 
amour with Jupiter, the god of the earth, 
gives biith to Proserpin,, called by the 
Greeks Persephane, siznifying a germinat- 
ing shoot or plant. This sets forth poeti- 
cally the falling of the seed-corn into the 
earth, and the germination of the plant. 
We are next informed that Proserpina (the 
sprouting plant personified) is stolen from 
her mother, Ceres, by Pluto, the lord of the 
infernal regions. This sets forth the fact 
that the seed dies (descends to Pluto), and 
its offspring is cherished for a time in the 
depths of the earth—z. ¢., in the lower re- 
gions. Ceres, her mother, the goddess of 
tillage, is represented as wandering far and 
and making vigilant search for her daugh- 
ter, Proserpina; and, at last, finding her, a 
compromise is evtered into between Ceres 
and Pluto, by which Proserpina spends 
two-thirds of the year with her parente— 
é. e., above ground—and the remaining third 
with Piuto in his empire. This is a fanci- 
ful way of setting forth the fact that corn, 
by which is here meant wheat and other 
cereals which are planted in the autumn, 
spend the winter underground, and the 
spring and summer waving in the air. The 
plains of Enna, in Sicily, are designated as 
the place where Pluto became enamored of 
Proserpine, and from whence he bore her 
of to reign a3 his queen in the infernal re- 
gions, because Sicily was the great cora- 
producing country whence Rome was sup- 
plied with bread. 

In honor of Ceres and Proserpina, or til- 
lage and germination, in which are typified 
the death of the seed-corn and the sprouting 
of the new life, were celebrated the wonder- 
ful Eleusinian Mysteries. In these mysteries 
for the first time we detect the glimmering 
dawn of those views of Sin, its present 
heinousness and future punishment, and the 
final misery of the wicked, and salvation 
and glorification of the righteous, which 
form the burden of the Christian faith. Nor 
is it possible to read through @ description 
of the celebration of these mysteries with- 
out feeling that those whé enacted and wit- 
nessed them bear testimony te faith not 
unlike our own. We find them thus de- 
scr ibed : 


“ These festivals were instituted st Eleusis, 
in honor of Ceres-and Proserpina; the for- 
mer of whom was believed to have taught 
the inhabitants the art of agriculture and 
the holy doctrine—a doctrine’ which was 
said not only to purify the heart from sin, 
and expel ignorance from: the mind, Bet to 
insure also the favor of the gods, and to 
open the gates of immortal felicity te the 
initiated.” 

It will be observed that nowhere else in 
the Greek and Roman religions:is‘sin men- 
tioned, or the necessity of holiness taught 
as a condition of admission to Heaven. The 
account proceeds: 

“The mysteries, like those of Egypt, were 
of two kinds—the lesser and the greater.

in this mortal life. Suddenly the bursting 
Open of two vast gates, with aterrible sound, 
dimly displayed to their aight, and faintly 
bore to their ears, the torments of those 
Whose state was everlasting—who had 
Passed the bounds beyond which there is 
no hope. On the horrors of this abode of 
anguish and despair a curtain may be 
dropped; the subject is unutterable. On- 
ward proceeded the novices, and were scen 
conducted into another region—that of 
everlasting bliss, the sojourn of the just, of 
those whese hearts had been purified, and 
, whose minds had been enlightened by the 
holy doctrine, This was Elysium, or Heav- 
en—the joys of which were equally unut- 
terable, equally incomprehensible to mor- 
tals not admitted into these mysteries, 
Here a veil was in like manner thrown over 
this seene.” 

It is impossible not to see in these mys- 
teries a Zemitic or Asiatic, perhaps a He- 
brew, origin. Dropping utterly the Saturn 
or Jupiter of the prevailing theology, 
they convey ® conception of the spiritual- 
ity and unity of God, they teach that he is 
the great moral judge of the living and the 
dead, that he will purfish in the future state 
or reward with endless bliss, according as 
our lives may be wicked or righteous, and 
as they may be controlled by a wicked or 
inspired by a holy doctrine or faith. Per- 
haps it is not a stretch of the imagination 
to say that from the very nature of these 
ceremonial mysteries they must have im- 
pressed those whe witnessed them with a 
dim conception at least of the catholic 
doctrine of the necessity of a good life and 
of the great doctrine of Martin Luther and 
the Protestant Church generally—justifica- 
tion by faith. True, no conception of a 
Christ, the Son of God, appears in all this ; 
not yet in all the types and foreshadowings 
of Christ contained in the Old Testament is 
there any that more truly preficures the 
Saviour than the sinless child to which we 
have referred, and which the high priests in 
the Eleusinian Mysteries used, because of its 
perfect sinlessness, as the appropriate media- 
tor between sinful man and God 
Whether we regard these mysteries as the 
spontaneous outgrowth of a people feeling 
blindly after their God, or whether they 
were borrowed with the holy doctrine from 
the Jewish temple and people, they must 
be regarded with deep interest by Chris- 
tians, as showing that even in the midst of 
the cultivated and artificial Paganism of the 
Greeks and Romans, however hidden or ob- 
scured, there burned a vestal flame of relig-- 
ious truth analogous to Christianity. 

The Mysteries of Orpheus seemed to- 
have resembled the Eleusinian Mysteries, 
and doubtless were the same thing, derived 
from the same Jewish source at a different 
time and manner. 

But neither of these are to be confounded 
with the Egyptian Mysteries of Osiris and 
Isis, which, both in conception and in the 
public ceremonies attendant on them, were 
& worship of lust and obscenity too inde- 
cent and profane to be publicly described. 
The Eleusinian Mysteries, through the de- 
moralization of their priesthood, ultimately 
fell from the purity of the holy doctrine in 
which they were conceived, and borrowed 
some of the impropriety of the Egyptian 
mysteries. Though this brought them into 
contempt, yet their hold on the minds of the 
people was so strong that it was not until 
the fourth century after Christ that the 
Eleusinian and Orphean Mysteries ceased to 
becelebrated. In their extinction Grecian 
qf Roman Paganism expired. 

To trace the mystic er poetic significance 
of the minor mythology of Greece and 
Rome is an easier task, but would require 
toe much space fora single article. Summed 
up in a few words, the ancient religions 
taught that Time, the offspring of the 
Heavens and the Earth, was the author of 
all things, including the greater and minor 
gods and the material universe. While to 
the vulgar crowd these supposed beings 
were personal gods, to the educated and 
poetic minds which conceived them they 
had a mystical significance which covered 
& poetic truth. Only in the mysteries of 
these religions did any adequate conception 
of sin and its punishment appear with a 
distinctness at all approaching the prom- 
inence it has in Christianity.

My attention has been called to your re- 
marks, in Tue INDEPENDENT of Aug. 15 and 
22, upon the alleged refusal of the Lodge of 
Good Templars in “ Assiwattoc, Penn.,” to 
admit to membership a young man of negro 
parentage. I do not find “ Assiwattoc” 
among the names or post-office address 
of any of the 858 Lodges ot Good Templars 
in Penn., nor is that name given by the Post- 
office Directory to any post-office in the 
state; and conclude that “ Assiwattoc” is’ 
either a myth or located outside of Pennsyl- 
vania, Lodges of Good Templars have the 
right to determine who shall be admitted to 
membership in their societie—a right that is 
held and exercised by all organizations of 
similar character, by churches, and by fam- 
ilies, Members are admitted by ballot, and 
all persons applying must pass the ordeal of 
acceptance or rejection by those that are al- 
Teady members. If color is deemed suf- 
ficient cause for rejection, it is so because of 
the feelings and prejudices of individual 
Members; and not from any rule or law of 
the order.

them. And it was to secure this material 
basis for his reformatory ideas that Mr. 
Brockway bent his energies towasd finan- 
cial success. Having achieved this, with- 
out detriment to the moral interests of his 
prisoners, he has since been developing the 
most sagacious plans for their advancement 
and ultimate restoration to society. 

Along with this, he has done what few 
men in his position, we will venture to say, 
have even attempted. He has gone outside 
of his prison-walls, .and organized schemes 
of prevention, by which the growth of crime 
in Detroit has been sensibly checked. He 
is at the head of a mission Sabbath-school 
of nearly a thousand poor children, who are 
learning, under his direction, how to avoid 
the bad habits of their parents and neigh- 
bors. To check prostitution, he has opened 
a workshop for girls and young women, 
where hundreds, who would else have fal- 
len into his prison or some other, have 
found the steady employment, with careful 
oversight, which is the best safeguard of a 
class so exposed to temptation as the daugh- 
ters of the poor in a city. Not content 
with this, he is engaging with other hu- 
mane menand women in a comprehensive, 
combined effort to improve the condition 
of the whole destitute and vicious class in

October. Medicine Lodge Creek was the point 
determined ~ a as the place for the grand coun- 
cilto be held with the Peace Commissioners. 
Letters from Fort Dodge state that the Chey- 
ennes, Arrapahoes, Camanches, and Kiowas 
&re consolidating, and there are now 2,000 of 
them on the war-path. On the 10ih inst., 30 
miles from Fort Dodge, they attacked a train 
of forty wagons, laden with Spencer rifle am- 
munition and quartermaster’s stores, captur- 
ing five of them; and the following day they 
attacked another train, 25 miles from that fort, 
killing four men and ranning off some mules. 
It is stated that the Crows, although profess- 
ing to be fricndly to the whites, are undoubt- 
edly engaged in many depredations through- 
out that country. The Indian agent at Fort 
Laramie says that 170 lodges of the Northern 
Arrapahoes, under ‘Little Shield,” offer to 
surrender, if the Government will protect them 
and feed their families. Orders have been is- 
sued to accept the terms. Tle Indians on the 
Pacific Railroad, about Fort Harker, are again 
troublesome, placing ties on the track and fir- 
ing into trains, but thus far without doing any 
damage. 

At the Massachusetts State Temperance 
Convention, held in Worcester, resolutions 
were adopted denouncing the license system, 
highly commending the Prohibitory Law of 
1855, and expressing the hope that prohibition 
shall become a part of the constitutions of 
every state in the Union. Hon. Henry Wil- 
s0n made a speech, in which he declared that 
against the $25,000,000 invested in the liquor 
traffic more than one thousand millions are in- 
terested in sustaining prohibitory laws. He 
said the license system would be a burden and 
a crime on all the business of the state. 

The yellow fever is still ravaging the cities 
and towns of the Southwest. 2 ew Orleans 
there were 68 deaths from the fever on the 17th, 
550n the 19th, and 64 on the 2ist inst.

THE FINANCIAL EQUINOX. 


Just as sailors begin to shorten sail when 
the equinoctial storm 18 expected, have the 
speculators, bankers, and brokers been mak- 


ing preparations for a hurricane at the same 
period. The last of September was pretty 
sure to bring a crisis in money. The banks 


have been calling in their loans, preparatory 
to the quarterly statement on the 1st of Oc- 


tober; and, in addition to this reason for 
stringency, the West has been drawing on 
the Atlantic cities for money to move the 
grain crop, and the South is beginning to 
make demands for money to move the cot- 
ton crops. Speculators, therefore, have 


been acting very cautiously in their opera- 


tions, and the first of October would have 
passed over, just as the sun has made its 
equinoctial transit this season, without a 
storm, if things had been allowed to take 
their natural course. But certain big bears, 
who always contrive to turn public disaster 
to their own profit, it seems, had been mak- 
ing combinations for a panic about this 
time ; and, to a certain extent, they have suc- 
ceeded pretty well in damaging others. But 
whether they willsucceedin benefiting them- 
selves remains to be seen. The prime mover, 
according to popular belief down town, in 
this nefarious business, was a certain con- 
cern that has been rather noted for negotia- 
ting deceptive bonds. Having sold stocks 
short to a very large extent, their next 
move was to depress the market, so that 
they could buy in ata ruinous sacrifice to 
their victims. They had once before re- 
sorted to the disreputable scheme of lock- 
ing up currency, by borrowing to the extent 
of their ability—aided, as has been said, by 
Treasury influence; and they have repeat. 
ed the game with considerable success. It 
seems altogether incredible that men with 
any pretensions to character could be 
guilty of so great a fraud as the act of bor- 
.rowing currency from the banks, and then 
taking this very currency and tying it up 
in a bundle, to prevent its being used, and 
pawning it, as security for other loans, 
to trust companies, that by so doing 
be made artificially scarce, 
and Goyv- 
ernment bonds be thereby compelled to 
sell at a sacrifice. It seems incredible 
that such villainous things should be done; 
and yet it is the common belief, and the 
names and circumstances are told with 
great particularity in proof, that it was 
through the machinations of just such con- 
spirators that the panic of last week was 
engineered. If the facts were laid before 
the Grand Jury, we do not see how an in- 
e|dictment for conspiracy to defraud the 
public could be prevented. The Secretary 
of the Treasury helped the conspirators, 
whether intentionally or not, it is said, by 
coming upon the gold market with three or 
four millions of gold and abstracting cur- 
rency to that amount. The result was a 
very lively time in the Stock Exchange, and 
the greatest excitement among the bulls and 
witnessed for a long 
time. Money was not actually very scarce, 
and the highest rate paid at any time was 
7 per cent. in gold, while large loans were 
made at 6 on Government bonds, and some 
loans at 5 remained undisturbed. But the 
scare among weak holders was very great, 
and the using up of five per cent. margins 
caused a great slaughter among the shakey 
fancies. Everything went down, and on 
Friday things looked very blue. A dead 
set was made at “the Commodore,” and 
while he was quietly buying in it was ru- 
seller.

before the public of there being a redun- 
dancy of currency ; and, until there shall 
be, it is the hight of folly to destroy it. A 
deficiency of currency is attended with 
direful consequences; but a surplusage 
has never yet, in the history of civilization, 
been productive of harm. It will be much 
safer to run the risk of having more cur- 
rency than we need than to incur the fear- 
ful calamity of having too little. Mr. Mc- 
Culloch evidently thinks that the public is 
like a young spendthrift, who is not to be 
trusted with too much pocket-money ; he 
is, therefore, bent upon destroying our pa- 
per money to the full extent of his ability, 
and of locking up in his strong box all the 
gold he can lay his hands upon.
